Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant described invention as disclosed in the specification. 
Applicant identified differences between invention disclosed in specification and Beauregard patent: Applicant's 
invention disclosed in specification considers the context of the string being entered, allows user to select one or more 
actions for a recognized string, the strings recognized are entire words or phrases, and Beauregard deletes text after 
performing action. The Examiners tentatively agreed that Beauregard does not teach considering the context of the 
string when determining an action to perform. Examiner Smith thought Beauregard could be configured to recognize 
entire words or phrases and agreed that Beauregard was set up to delete the word upon recognition. Examiner Smith 
was unsure about whether Beauregard teaches matching a string to two or more actions, but in reviewing Beauregard 
after the interview determined that Beauregard does teach this feature in col. 42 line 27 - col. 43 line 21 . It was 
tentatively agreed that Applicant will submit an RCE with a claims amendment reflecting identified differences between 
the invention disclosed in the specification and the currently applied prior art and that Examiner Smith will not respond 
to the RCE amendment with a first action final Office Action. 
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
